MERIT OR EXPERIENCE RATING 


Merit or Experience Rating is again before 


the New York State Legislature and should 
be adopted. 


Under the bill the maximum rale of tax 


payable by employers will remain at 2.7 per 
cent and the minimum rate is one per cent. 
By its provisions the experience rating will 
be determined by the rate of exhaustion of 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund by pay- 
ments to former employees of each employer. 
Thus, employers with a low turnover record 
of employment will pay a lesser tax rate 
than employers whose record shows the 
greater turnover. The measure will help the 
thousands of small manufacturers and mer- 
chants in the state who in the past have 
afforded steady and consistent employment 
to their workmen and will continue to do 
so after the war. 


Forty-two states of the union have such 


a plan already in action. 


On December 31,1944, the balance in the 


fund was $836,500,000. Members of the New 
York Unemployment Insurance Advisory 
Council in favor of the bill agree that the 
fund is more than enough to pay unemploy- 
ment benefits during the reconversion unless 
there should be a prolonged period of drastic 
unemployment. 


Placing New York State employers in a 


sound competitive position in relation to the 
other forty-two states, the bill should have 
the wholehearted support of the planners for 
the postwar period. Unless the bill is passed 
employers of the state will suffer a 
com- 


petitive disadvantage and the state itself will 
be under a handicap as private industry plans 
postwar operations. 


.Considerable attention is being devoted to 


preparation for the postwar period. New 
York State can take a step of momentous 
importance in its preparation for the postwar 
period by adoption of Experience Rating 
now, thus restoring to employers competitive 
equality with those of other states.

In view of the evidence, it would seem that 


the adoption of a system of merit or experi- 
ence rating, which would involve no increase 
in taxes over those now in effect for even 
those employers with the highest rate of

By 'Strep' Gerim

New York, March 7 GT>—A solu- 


tion of the mystery of the common 
cold, by evidence Indicating that 
most colds are not caused by « 
virus as tlie medical profession 
has taught but by streptococci, Is 
offered 
by Capt. Edward 
E. 


Brown, port surgeon, A. U. S. 
Medical Corps, Portland, Oregon. 


His report, published in North- 


west medicine, cities 
evidence 


from 13 years of study of colds, 
mo«tly in children with rheumatic 
fever at the Post Graduate Hospi- 
tal of Columbia University, New 
York city. 


Capt. 
Brown predicts 
that 


strep colds can be prevented or 
helped by sulfa drugs. He sug- 
gests also that 
cold vaccines 


made for streptococci will be ef- 
fective against colds, where virus 
vaccines are known not to be ef- 
fective. The confusion about cold 
vaccines has been one of the mys- 
teries of common cold treatment. 


Capt. Brown's experience shows 


that well over 90 per cent of com- 
mon colds are caused by strep- 
tococci. 


The army officer says further 


that the streptococcus type of in- 
fection is a reasonable explanation 
of the common experience of lay- 
men, 
which doctors verify, 
that 


colds greatly increase with chil- 
ling weather. He reports observa- 
tions showing the 
improbability 


that 
chilling can start a virus 


cold. He cites well-known 
germ 


reactions in the nose to prove that 
strep colds can be initiated 
by 


chilling. 


Capt. Brown does not mention 


the past year's reports of army 
and navy officers who said repeat- 
edly that daily doses of sulfudla- 
zine prevented 70 to 90 per cent 
of upper respiratory infection in 
more than hall a million men. 


The common cold is an upper 


respiratory 
infection. The 
mili- 


tary reports, however, omitted 
listing colds among the 70 to 90 
per cent preventions. They 
did 


say guardedly that all 
respira- 


tory infections were reduced.
